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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
during  the  year  was  17,  4 males  and  13  females;  this  gives 
a death  rate  of  64.8  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales  which  is  58.0.  This  figure  is  higher  than  that  for  the 
previous  year  which  was  59.05. 

Nine  deaths  were  due  to  premature  birth  ; two  to  spina 
bifida,  and  one  each  to  melaena  neonatorum,  patent  foramen 
ovale,  convulsions,  whooping  cough,  broncho-pneumonia, 
and  acute  gastric  enteritis.  Eleven  of  these  infants  did  not 
survive  their  birth  a week. 


MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  registered  during  the 
year  was  249,  120  males  and  129  females,  giving  a death 
rate  of  12.5,  as  compared  with  that  for  England  and  Wales 
which  is  12.4.  The  death  rate,  when  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  the  Registrar  General’s  areal  comparability  factor  is 

11.07. 

Seventy  five  of  these  deaths  took  place  in  institutions 
outside  the  district,  40  males  and  35  females. 

The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory 
System  was  0.40. 

The  death  rate  from  other  Tubercular  Diseases  was  0. 10 

The  death  rate  from  Cancer  was  1.81. 

The  above  rates  are  calculated  on  the  estimated  resident 
population  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  19,790.

2.  Laboratory  Facilities.  Specimens  for  bacterio- 
logical and  pathological  report  are  forwarded  to  the  City 
Laboratory,  Nottingham,  and  specimens  for  chemical  report 
to  the  City  Analyst,  Sheffield.  Samples  of  milk  for  bacterio- 
logical count  and  biological  test  for  bacillus  tuberculosis 
are  forwarded  to  the  Pathology  Department  of  the  Victoria 
Hospital,  Worksop. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities,  (a)  An  ambulance  is 
maintained  by  the  Retford  Corporation  in  connection  with 
the  Retford  Isolation  Hospitals.  When  required  this 
ambulance  is  hired  by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

(b)  Two  ambulances  are  maintained  for  the  removal 
of  non-infectious  and  accident  cases  to  hospital,  by  the 
Retford  and  District  Ambulance  Committee,  a voluntary 
body.  These  arrangements  appear  to  be  quite  satisfactory, 
and  have  met  the  needs  of  the  district. 
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4.  Nursing  in  the  Horrtea  The  Council  has  no  direct 
provision  for  professional  nursing  in  the  home,  either  for 
general  or  infectious  cases. 


The  Notts.  Nursing  Federation  are,  however,  provided 
with  considerable  grants  from  the  County  Funds  in  respect 
of  specified  services,  including  the  maintenance  of  rural 
nursing  associations.  Nursing  Associations  affiliated  to  the 
Federation  are  at  work  in  the  following  districts  : — 

Babworth,  and  Ranby  ; Clayworth,  Gringley,  Wiseton 
and  Beckingham  ; Dunham  and  District ; East  Markham  and 
District;  Scrooby,  Ranskill,  Torworth  and  Barnby  Moor; 
Tuxford  and  District. 


5.  Midwives.  The  Midwives  Act  of  1936  came  into 
operation  for  the  county  of  Nottingham  on  August  1st  ,1937. 
Under  the  terms  of  this  Act  the  County  Council  have

From  the  date  the  Act  came  into  force  it  became 
an  offence  for  any  women  to  attend  a confinement  with  or 
without  a medical  practitioner  unless  such  person  was  a 
fully  qualified  and  recognised  midwife.  The  arrangements 
made  by  the  County  Council  appear  to  be  adequate  and  are 
working  most  satisfactorily. 

6.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  The  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services  are  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Council.  There  are  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics  at  Barnby  Moor, 
Dunham-on-Trent,  Gringley-on-the-Hill,  Misterton,  South 
Leverton  and  Tuxfora. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  County  Council,  and  is  held  at  the  Out-Patient 
Department  of  the  Retford  & District  Hospital  on  Tuesdays. 

7.  Hospitals,  (a) . There  are  no  Hospitals  main- 
tained by  the  Rural  District  Council.  However,  there  are 
General  Hospitals  in  Doncaster,  Gainsborough,  Lincoln, 
Newark,  Nottingham,  Mansfield,  Sheffield,  Worksop  and 
Retford. 

The  County  Institution  Infirmary  is  situated  in  the 
Borough  of  East  Retford  and  beds  are  available  for  the 
following  services  : —

Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
and  of  complicated  maternity  cases,  are  under  the  control 
of  the  County  Council. 

(b)  Isolation  Hospitals.  There  are  no  Hospitals  for 
the  treatment  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Rural  District. 
Under  arrangements  with  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough 
of  East  Retford  all  such  cases  with  the  exception  of  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Fever  are  admitted  to  the  East  Retford  Isolation 
Hospital.  Should  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever  occur, 
they  would  be  transferred  to  the  Lodge  Moor  Fever  Hospital, 
Sheffield. 
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These  arrangements  terminate  on  the  1st  February, 
1938  under  the  scheme  for  the  union  of  districts  for  the 
provision  of  hospital  accommodation  between  the  Boroughs 
of  Retford  and  Worksop,  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Retford 
and  Worksop.  An  Order  for  the  Union  of  these  districts 
was  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  the  11th  January 

1938. 


It  is  assumed  that  during  1938  steps  will  be  taken 
to  enlarge  the  present  Isolation  Hospital  at  North  Carlton 
so  that  all  cases  in  the  Retford  areas  may  be  accommodated. 


The  treatment  of  smallpox  is  still  dependent  on  the 
old  Isolation  Hospital  at  Walkeringham  for  4 beds,  and  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  at  Retford  for  6 beds.  Here  again,  it 
is  assumed  that  these  Hospitals  will  be  taken  over  by  the 
North  Nottinghamshire  Joint  Smallpox  Hospital  Board  which 
will  come  into  being  on  the  1st  April,  1938. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  Water  Supply.  There  are  now  23  parishes  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district  with  a piped  public  water  supply 
which  comes  from  the  Lincoln  Corporation  Rising  Main,  and 
there  is  one  parish  in  the  northern  area  which  is  supplied  by 
agreement  with  the  Doncaster  and  Tickhill  Joint  Water 
Board.  The  responsibility  for  the  standard  of  purity  of  the 
water  supplied  from  the  Lincoln  Corporation  Rising  Main 
rests  with  the  Lincoln  Corporation,  whose  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  assures  me  that  the  standard  of  purity  is  of  a 
high  degree,  and  that  the  water  is  bacteriologically 
examined  weekly.  The  Doncaster  and  Tickhill  Joint  Water 
Board  is  responsible  for  the  water  supplied  to  the  parish  of 
Finningley.  The  parishes  of  Treswell  and  South  Leverton 
have  also  received  water  from  the  Lincoln  Main.  The  work 
of  connecting  up  these  two  villages  is  now  proceeding. 

In  the  northern  area  a comprehensive  scheme  for  the 
supply  of  26  parishes  is  in  progress.  The  scheme  has  been 
very  considerably  delayed  owing  to  difficulties  experienced 
by  the  Contractors  in  sinking  the  bore-hole,  but  this  difficulty 
seems  to  have  been  overcome  and  an  ample  supply  of  whole- 
some water  would  appear  to  be  assured. 

When  the  above  schemes  are  completed  the  bulk  of 
the  population  will  have  piped  water  supplies,  but  there  will 
still  remain  a number  of  houses  and  farms  in  isolated  districts 
where  the  occupants  will  be  compelled  to  rely  on  shallow 
wells  for  their  supply,  which  wells,  are,  as  frequently  pointed 
out,  liable  to  pollution.  There  appears  to  be  little  hope  that 
any  of  these  houses  can  ever  be  connected  with  the  Main 
as  the  cost  would  be  prohibitive,  which  fact  demonstrates 
the  importance  of  so  far  as  practicable  limiting  building 
activities  to  the  neighbourhood  of  villages,  where  public 
services  are  available. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams.  The  River  Trent  forms  part 
of  the  Eastern  boundary  of  the  District,  and  the  River  Idle 
and  its  tributaries  run  through  the  area  from  the  South  West 
to  the  North  East.  There  are  also  various  artificial  dykes 
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cut  for  drainage  purposes  ; all  of  these,  including  the  River 
Idle,  eventually  fall  into  the  River  Trent.  There  has  been 
no  serious  flooding  from  the  River  Trent  or  the  River  Idle 
since  the  date  of  my  last  report. 


The  question  of  serious  contamination  from  the  Col- 
lieries at  Ollerton,  of  the  Bevercotes  Brook  and  subsequently 
into  the  River  Maun,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  Idle,  came 
up  for  consideration  last  year.  The  Colliery,  owing  to  a 
breakdown  in  their  purification  plant,  would  appear  to  have 
let  pit  water  run  untreated  into  the  brook.  This  contamina- 
tion lasted  for  several  days  and  the  water  in  the  brook  was 
so  grossly  contaminated  that  all  fish  and  vegetable  life  in 
the  brook  was  killed,  and  the  River  Maun  was  also  seriously 
polluted.  An  assurance  has  now  been  given  by  the  Colliery 
Company  that  their  plant  is  adequate  for  the  purification 
of  waste  water,  and  it  is  unlikely  that  similar  instances  will 
occur.  However,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  during  the 
past  seven  or  eight  years,  periods  of  contamination  have 
been  continually  occurring. 


3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  There  are  three  parishes 
in  the  district  with  sewage  disposal  schemes,  namely  Rmskill 
East  Markham  and  Tuxford.  During  the  year  there  have 
been  certain  improvements  made  at  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Tuxford,  and  there  have  also  been  minor  repairs 
which  are  referred  to  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

The  question  of  the  installation  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  systems  for  other  villages,  such  as  Misterton  and 
Beckingham  is  one  that  must  be  considered  in  the  near 
future. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation.  Pail  closets  and  privy 
ashpits  are  in  common  use.  Water  closets  have  been  fitted 
to  most  of  the  larger  houses,  the  excrement  being  disposed 
of  by  tank  treatment  and  the  effluent  taken  to  the  public 
sewers.  The  number  of  new  water  closets  provided  as  a 
result  of  informal  notice  during  1937  was  4. 

5.  Scavenging.  Tuxford  is  the  only  parish  in  the 
district  where  there  is  a public  scavenging  scheme  in  opera- 
tion. The  question  of  extending  some  form  of  public 
scavenging  to  other  larger  villages  in  the  area  requires 
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consideration,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  definite 
demand  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  villages  in  this  direction, 
and  from  a public  health  point  of  view  it  would  be  most 
desirable. 

Up  to  the  present  the  Council  have  felt  the  time  has  not 
yet  arrived  for  extending  a full  public  scavenging  system 
to  the  whole  of  the  district.  The  demand  for  such  a system 
must  become  more  urgent  in  the  near  future,  but  with  the 
Council  s activities  in  providing  water  supplies  for  the  area 
and  dealing  with  unfit  houses,  the  delay  is  understandable. 


6.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area.  Throughout  the 

year  the  area  has  been  generally  kept  under  satisfactory 
sanitary  surveillance.  The  Housing  Acts  1930  and  1936 
have  again  made  a large  demand  on  the  Inspectors’  time, 
but  at  the  same  time,  the  general  sanitation  of  the  area  has 
not  suffered. 


7.  Schools.  The  County  Council  being  the  Education 
Authority  for  the  district,  it  is  assumed  that  this  Authority 
will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  bring  the  buildings  of  village 
schools  up  to  modern  standards.  Many  of  the  Schools  are 
old  and  badly  lighted,  and  fall  far  below  general  standards.

9.  Smoke  Abatement.  There  has  been  no  nuisance 
from  smoke  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

10.  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  There  are  no  swim- 
ming baths  or  pools  in  the  district. 

I 1 . Eradication  Of  Bed  Bugs.  During  the  year  one 
privately-owned  house  was  found  to  be  intested  with  bed 
bugs,  and  this  was  disinfected  by  the  tenant,  by  spraying 
with  Zaldecide.  The  question  of  ensuring  that  the  belong- 
ings of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to 
Council  houses  has  not  arisen. 


12.  Recreation  and  Playing  Fields.  The  provision  of 
such  grounds  in  each  village  would  appear  now  to  be  a 
necessity,  especially  in  those  villages  on  main  roads  where 
there  is  a constant  stream  of  motor  traffic  passing  through. 
Parents  have  only  the  choice  of  either  allowing  their  children 
to  play  on  the  roads  where  their  lives  are  in  constant  danger 
or  of  locking  them  up  in  a room  or  an  enclosed  yard,  both 
of  which  are  most  detrimental  to  health. 

The  Local  Government  Act,  1894  gave  local  authorities 
the  power  to  provide  such  recreation  fields,  but  in  spite  of 
the  period  which  has  since  elapsed,  little  advantage  would 
appear  to  have  been  taken  of  these  powers.

Housing  Conditions.  The  scheme  for  the  erection  of 
1 7 1 houses  to  re-house  dispossessed  tenants  on  whose 
houses  Demolition  Orders  were  placed  in  1936,  and  to 
accommodate  families  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  is 
now  being  proceeded  with.  Unfortunately  difficulties  have 
arisen  over  the  question  of  suitable  sites  for  the  erection 
of  these  houses,  which  has  delayed  the  scheme,  but  it  is 
anticipated  that  a considerable  number  of  the  houses  will 
be  erected  this  year.  The  location  of  these  houses  will  be 
as  stated  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

In  my  previous  reports  I have  pointed  out,  that  with  the 
erection  of  the  houses  referred  to  above  and  those  erected 
in  previous  years,  we  have  dealt  with  the  bulk  of  the  worst 
property  in  the  area,  but  there  still  remains  a large  number 
of  houses  which  will  require  to  be  dealt  with  under  Sections 
9 and  I I of  the  1936  Act.  Further  inspections  of  the  area 
have  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  the  number  of  these 
houses  will  far  exceed  anything  previously  anticipated,  and 
that  there  will  still  be  something  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
400  houses  to  be  dealt  with  under  Section  1 1 and  probably 
3,000  houses  under  Section  9.  The  work  involved  in  these 
housing  activities  has  been  considered  by  the  Council  to  be 
more  than  their  present  staff  could  possibly  cope  with. 
It  has  therefore  been  found  necessary  to  appoint  another 
whole  time  temporary  Sanitary  Inspector  for  housing  duties, 
and  also  to  make  arrangements  for  the  Architectural  Officer 
to  carry  out  the  valuations  and  preparation  of  specifications 
in  connection  with  the  duties  involved  in  the  administration 
of  the  Housing  Acts. 

Overcrowding.  The  number  of  houses  remaining  as 
overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  32.  Abatement 
cannot  be  carried  out  until  the  Council’s  present  building 
scheme  has  been  completed.  It  will  then  probably  be  found 
that  by  re-shuffling  families  into  larger  new  houses  and  the 
accommodation  of  those  from  demolished  houses  into  the 
ones  vacated,  that  this  number  will  be  very  largely,  if  not 
altogether,  reduced. 
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General.  There  have  been  no  special  activities  in  the 
erection  of  houses  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 
The  number  41,  may  be  taken  as  an  average.  These 
houses  are  mostly  for  families  of  higher  incomes  and  are 
not  suitable  for  the  working  classes,  for  whom  there  would 
still  appear  to  be  some  shortage  of  houses  in  the  area, 
although  not  acute. 

As  referred  to  in  a previous  paragraph,  a very  high 
percentage  of  houses  suitable  for  the  working  classes  falls 
considerably  below  modern  standards  and  in  many  instances 
extensive  repairs  are  necessary.  The  Housing  Act  of  1936 
now  places  the  onus  on  local  authorities  of  bringing  all  this 
class  of  house  up  to  a reasonable  standard  of  fitness,  and 
in  order  to  carry  out  their  duties  under  this  Act,  the  Council, 
as  stated,  has  taken  steps  to  appoint  the  necessary  staff, 
and  it  is  trusted  that  during  the  coming  year,  an  inroad 
will  be  made  into  the  work  which  will  be  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  terms  of  the  Act. 

In  rural  districts  there  would  appear  to  be  some  doubt 
as  to  what  constitutes  a healthy  house.  Generally  speaking, 
the  following  standards  should  be  taken  as  a guide  to  the 
fitness  of  property  : — 

All  houses  should  be  : — 

(a)  Free  from  dampness. 

(b)  Satisfactorily  lighted  and  ventilated. 

(c)  Adequately  drained,  and  provided  with  the 

necessary  out  offices. 

(d)  Provided  with 

(i)  Glazed  sink  with  water  over,  the  sink  to 
have  proper  waste  pipe  discharging  over 
a drain. 

(ii)  A larder  ventilated  into  the  open  air. 

(iii)  A proper  cooking  range. 

(iv)  Adequate  washing  facilities. 

(v)  Approaches  and  yards  to  be  properly  paved 
and  dry. 

(e)  To  be  in  a state  of  good  general  repair. 
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These  standards  are  reasonable  and  the  minimum 
which  should  be  asked  for  in  all  cases  of  reconstruction 
or  those  dealt  with  under  Section  9 of  the  1936  Act. 


The  question  of  whether  or  not  a reconstruction  scheme 
should  be  permitted  must  entirely  depend  on  the  site  of  the 
house.  If  there  is  adequate  light  and  ventilation  and  the 
owners  are  prepared  to  bring  the  house  up  to  the  standards 
as  laid  down  above,  there  is  no  reason  why  reconstruction 
should  not  be  permitted.  It  appears  to  me  to  be  simply  a 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  house  when  reconstructed 
will  be  reasonably  healthy,  and  if  this  cannot  be  assured, 
to  allow  such  houses  to  be  reconstructed  would  be  contrary 
to  the  principles  of  the  Act. 


The  owners  of  cottage  property  in  Rural  Districts  would 
be  well  advised  to  inquire  into  the  facilities  granted  for 
assistance  in  the  repair  of  cottages  under  the  Housing 
(Rural  Workers)  Act,  1926.  Under  the  terms  of  this  Act 
up  to  75  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  a reconstruction  scheme 
will  be  met  from  public  funds.  This  fact  does  not  seem  to 
be  fully  appreciated  or  full  advantage  taken  of  the  facilities 
under  the  Act. 
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Inspe6tion  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


1.  Milk  Supply.  There  are  501  registered  milk 
producers  in  the  district,  of  which  192  are  retailers.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  made  364  visits  to  these  dairies  and 
submitted  32  samples  of  milk  for  the  methylene  blue  test, 
out  of  which  13  were;  satisfactory  and  19  unsatisfactory. 
This  number  is  too  small  to  really  form  an  opinion  of  the 
general  cleanliness  of  these  dairies,  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  I have  the  advantage  of  seeing  reports  of  the 
Assistant  County  Veterinary  Officer  on  the  sheds  visited  by 
him ; which  Officer  has  inspected  all  herds  at  least  twice  a 
year.  1 am  also  informed  that  during  the  year  he  had  69 
milch  cows  slaughtered  for  Tuberculosis,  and  at  all  his 
visits  he  submitted  herd  samples  for  biological  tests  for 
bacillus  tuberculosis.  A total  of  127  herd  samples  were 
submitted  of  which  10  were  positive. 

There  has  been  a further  advance  in  the  district  in  an 
attempt  to  place  a wholesome  milk  on  the  market.  At 
present  there  are  16  Accredited  milk  sellers  and  two  T.T. 
herds  in  the  area.  These  numbers  are  still  very  much 
below  what  is  desirable,  and  one  can  only  hope,  that  as  the 
public  realise  the  importance  of  wholesome  and  clean  milk 
and  the  great  value  of  milk  as  a food,  these  standards  will 
become  more  common. 

Under  the  Agriculture  Act  of  1937  the  responsibility 
for  the  inspection  of  herds  for  Tuberculosis  passes  from  the 
County  Council  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
At  the  present  moment  it  is  impossible  to  say  what  co- 
operation local  sanitary  authorities  will  receive  from  the 
Ministry’s  officers,  but  it  is  hoped  that  these  officers  will 
extend  to  us  the  same  co-operation  as  has  been  extended 
by  the  County  Council,  otherwise  district  medical  officers 
will  not  be  in  a position  to  assess  the  standard  of  milk  being 
sold  in  their  areas.  Under  the  County  Council  it  was 
possible  to  have  full  information  on  all  matters  dealing  with 
the  question  of  Tuberculosis  of  herds.  The  County 
Veterinary  Officer  and  his  staff,  especially  Mr.  A.  Walker, 
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were  always  most  helpful  and  I would  like  to  place  on  record 
my  appreciation  of  their  courtesy  and  co-operation  during 
the  period  we  have  been  associated. 

2.  Meat.  There  are  20  registered  and  6 licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  to  which  677  inspections  were 
paid  by  the  Inspector  during  the  year.  On  the  whole  these 
slaughterhouses  are  maintained  in  a clean  and  sanitary 
condition,  and  care  appears  to  be  taken  to  supply  a good 
standard  of  meat.  As  previously  pointed  out  owing  to  the 
scattered  nature  of  the  area,  all  meat  cannot  be  seen  before 
sale,  but  there  appears  to  be  a reasonable  amount  of  super- 
vision exercised.

5.  Nutrition.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  altera- 
tion in  the  general  standard  of  nutrition  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  area.  In  former  reports  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  errors  which  have  crept  in  to  the  normal  diet  consumed 
in  rural  districts,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  so  soon  again 
enlarge  on  the  subject. 

6.  Shellfish.  There  are  no  shell-fish  beds  or  layings 
in  the  area,  and  there  are  no  shell-fish  marketed  in  the 
district. 
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Prevalence  of  and  Control  over 
Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 


Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  30  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
reported  during  the  year,  20  of  which  were  treated  in 
Hospital,  7 in  Retford  Isolation  Hospital,  12  in  Doncaster 
Isolation  Hospital  and  1 in  Worksop  Isolation  Hospital.  10 
cases  were  treated  in  their  homes.  I he  disease  was  general- 
ly of  a mild  type  and  there  were  no  deaths.  There  was  no 
special  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  any  village  or  parish, 
cases  occurring  sporadically  over  the  area. 

Pneumonia.  33  cases  of  Lobar  Pneumonia  and  7 cases 
of  Broncho  Pneumonia  were  notified  with  7 deaths.  There 
is  little  change  in  the  incidence  of  the  disease  from  that  of 
previous  years. 

Diphtheria.  7 cases  were  reported  with  one  death. 
The  patients  were  all  treated  in  the  Retford  Isolation 
Hospital.  1 he  type  of  the  disease  was  not  of  a severe 
variety,  the  case  which  died  was  complicated  with  acute 
peritonsillar  abscess,  and  subsequently  died  from  septi- 
caemia. The  cases  occurred  in  the  following  villages  : — 
Beckingham  2.  Dunham  3.  Misterton  1.  Welham  1. 

Tuberculosis.  17  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  6 cases  of 
Non-Puimonary  Tuberculosis  with  8 and  2 deaths  respec- 
tively, were  notified  as  compared  with  19  cases  of  pulmonary 
and  9 cases  of  non-pulmonary  in  the  previous  year,  with  8 
and  2 deaths.  There  were  no  non-notified  T.B.  deaths. 
The  incidence  of  the  disease  therefore  shows  little  change 
to  that  in  previous  years. 

influenza.  10  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  during 
the  year. 

General.  The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
reported  is  somewhat  below  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Prevention  of  Blindness.  The  question  of  the  preven- 
tion of  blindness  under  a Rural  District  authority  scarcely 
arises,  as  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  the  School 
Medical  Services,  and  the  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  V.D.  diseases  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Council ; also 
there  are  no  large  works,  and  there  are  only  a few  men 
employed  in  the  Surveyors  Department.

Contributions  of  £250  from  the  London  and  Fort  George 
Land  Company,  Limited,  and  £125  from  the  Governors  of 
Haughton  School,  were  made  towards  the  cost  of  this 
water  main  extension. 

Public  water  supplies  to  the  two  Parishes  of  Treswell 
and  South  Leverton  are  now  proceeding. 

There  are  now  twenty-four  Parishes  in  the  Rural 
District  provided  with  a piped  public  water  supply.  In 
twenty-three  of  these  Parishes,  water  is  obtained  from  the 
Lincoln  Corporation  Rising  Main,  under  the  Lincoln  Water 
Act,  1908,  and  in  one  Parish,  water  is  obtained  by  agreement 
from  the  Doncaster  and  Tickhill  Joint  Water  Board. 
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In  the  North  Area,  progress  with  the  scheme  to 
provide  a piped  public  water  supply  for  twenty-six  Parishes 
which  are  outside  the  area  of  supply  from  the  Lincoln 
Corporation  Main,  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  difficulties 
experienced  by  the  Contractor  in  sinking  the  boreholes. 

The  first  borehole  is  now  nearing  completion.
